On the llugnnin farm near the city 


the United States department of agri- 
culture, is carrying on an extensive 
experiment in soil analysis. 
The 


Investigations In this branch of agri- 
culture are under the management 
of the bureau of soils. 
Professor 


Kins, formerly at the Madison expert 
ment station, well known in Wiscon- 
sin, has general charge of this work 
at Washington and Is chief of this 
division. 
The primary object of the 


•work Is to determine what effect 
varying management has on differ- 
ent types of soil. 


TVie Plan 
The work was started in n more 


limited way. by Professor King last 
year. 
The plan Is as follows: First 


there Is a soil survey. 
Parties of 


two men each are given certain areas 
of the country, with blank maps on 
which different characteristics of the 
soil are to be 
marked. They exam- 


ine the sr.il to the depth o. 3 feet. 
Then parties cf three ench are sent 
to the (ilftricts where the soil nns 
been found to have pome 
marked 
characteristic. • to experiment as 
to 


Its- physical and chemical properties 
under different management. 
They 
start out Just before 
the 
growing 


wesson beglnr and stay till late in 
the fall. 
Three other parties in the 


same division are now carrying on 
exactly the same work .as is being 
done on the Hucunln farm. 


One ls> at noldboroncb. North Car. 


ollna. another at Lancaster,. Pa. and 
the third Is near Marlborough. Mary- 
land. 
Kach party markcs off two 
acres on two different types of soil, 
making four acres In each experi- 
ment. 
This land they divide into 


plats, carefull} marked. 
On these 


different plats they spread different 
amounts of manure, or some, com- 
mercial fertilizer, and leave 
other 


plats bare. 


Corn and Potatoes 
Corn and potatoes are then plant- 


ed In this ground. 
Throughout the 


spring and fall samples are 
taken 


continually of • the soil at 
different 


depths from 1 to 
-I feet. 
These 


samples by means of delicate appara- 
tus are tested to 
determine 
the 


amount of moisture they contain and 
the amount of Foluable salts or the 
amount of nourishment that can be 
made use of by tne plant. 
They 


can determine the amount of phos- 
phorus, nitrates, syllcates. bl-carlion- 
atcs. lime, magnesia and potash that 
Is present In the earth. 
Already 


ISO soil samples have been taken and 
they will average about 70 a week. 
In the later plant tests- the 
"colol- 


metric method" Is used. 
All the 


seed planted In one season is pro- 
cured, when possible, from t-e same 
locality. 


Testing Now 
The party here are now testing 


samples of soil, at the dept pf 4 
feet, for salts and water. 
Samples 


are taken by means of a steel tube, 
one end having a cutting edge, this 
Is driven into the ground to tne de- 
sired dept then removed and the soil 
taken from It. 
It Is something on 


the principle of the butter tester. 


The soil survey designated the soil 


in one locality as "The Janesvllle 
Lcam." 
It Is a clay loam down to 


in or 18 Inches then grading into 
fine clay. 
The other type of soil 


found on the same farm the survey 
cnlle.; "Mlama l.pam." 
It Is a san- 


dy loam from IJ to -1 feet deep then 
grading from coarse sand to gravel. 


Field Laboratory 
The experimenting crew carry a 


complete field laboratory with them 
but ns some of the tests cannot be 
done here all samples are forwarded 
to Washington.

Instruments for recording automati- 
cally the anicunt of rainfall and the 
evaporation of moisture from 
the 


ground—the same as takes place In 
the field. Many small amounts must 
l>e weighed accurately.—one spring 
balance weighs to the flve-thous-nndtn 
of a pound.
